The other day I was doing a search on the 
internet for a skinpage that my friend told 
me to check out and I forgot the URL so I 
typed in {skinheads} and all of these pages 
came up on gay skinheads- 1 was stunned - 
I’ve never heard of such blasphemy. So I 
went to one of the sites and this is what I 
saw - “Confederate flamer skins who like Oi! 
boys, we’ll watch your back..” 

At this point I yakked all over my monitor 
and promised myself never to go back to that 
scary place again. But this got me 
thinking... waasssupwifdissheet? (as Kevin 
would say)- gay skinheads- how fucking 
absurd... it must be a West Coast thing! What 
the fuck is this world coming to? How dare 
these people infiltrate our ranks and destroy 
our subculture. Why would these people want 
to be associated with us (the most homopho- 
bic people on the planet) when they know 
(what, a boot upside the head isn’t obvious 
enough?) that we don’t want to have any- 
thing to do with them.

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NEH: When did Bottom Of The Barrel form? 
GERRARD: We formed some time in 1994. 
We didn’t get serious, though, until some- 
time in 95. 

NEH: What is the current line up? 
GERRARD: Our current lineup (and hope- 
fully this one will last) is James drums/gui- 
tar, John bass, Chris guitar, and myself on 
vocals. We’ve been through a lot of lineups, 
but BOTB has always been James, John and 
myself. 

NEH: Does the band have any current 
projects on hand? 

GERRARD: Hopefully, we’ll be recording 
an album for Knockout, a comp, for DSS 
records (Austria), a split with the NJ band 
Bomb Squadron, and as much stuff as pos- 
sible on our main label (Helen of Oi!). 

NEH: What’s the NY scene like how has it 
change over the past five years? 
GERRARD: Well, I can’t say five, I’ve only 
been hanging out in the city for about 
four.... but I think this is a really important 
time for the nyc oi scene. 

When I first started hanging out it seemed 


like more of the people were genuinely into 
Oi! and the skinhead movement. More of the 
people knew their shit (music, fashion, his- 
tory), read zines, wrote to people around the 
world. Now it seems like a lot of the people 
are just into it for social reasons. It’s just some- 
thing to call themselves, and something to 
wear. A lot of people drift into and out of the 
cult depending on how they feel that month. 

Also, there’s the violence. I’m not a hippy 
or anything, and I’m far from innocent, but 
the violence is getting out of hand. If people 
have a serious beef they have to learn to 
take it away from the shows. But most of 
the time it’s just a bunch of people beating 
on some kid for no reason. I’ve seen like 
five kids in their early twenties beating on 
one fifteen year old for kicks. I generally 
don’t have to worry about that shit (I can 
handle my own, plus I’ve got good friends), 
but it hurts everyone in NYC because it’s 
only a certain amount of time before no 
club will book us. 

Look at how many clubs already won’t have 
an Oi! show! 

' I guess it’s cool thaj: a lot of people know 


NYC is hard, but a lot of the shit that’s been 
happening at shows has been sucker kids 
that the Oi! bands in NYC aren’t even friends 
with, but of course it gets pinned on the usual 
suspects.... 

There’s also a traitor in the scene. Some- 
one who knows us all personally, but we’re 
not sure of who (although there is defi- 
nitely a prime suspect), has been sabotag- 
ing shows. Fake fliers have been made, 
someone has been calling clubs encourag- 
ing them to cancel our shows (including 
the upcoming Oi! fest), etc. it’s fucked up 
that someone who’s involved with the scene 
enough to know who’s in what band would 
do this to our already struggling scene, but 
that shouldn’t be a problem much longer. 

Damn, I sound depressing don’t I? Well, 
on a positive note, NYC is home to the 
best Oi! bands going in my opinion, and 
the people who really care about the oi 
scene aren’t going to give up on our scene 
without a struggle. 

NEH: What does the band do for a living? 
GERRARD: Well, I’ve been unemployed for 
two months, but I’m starting a new job in a 
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week. I just basically do factory shit, my 
last job was in a t-shirt factory. James is 
still in high school, but after school he 
works as a bus boy. John and Chris are 
both jiffy lube mechanics (but at different 
jiffy lubes). 

NEH: There seems to be a lot of activity 
over the internet, both right wing and non- 
political, do you think this affects the move- 
ment in any way? 

GERRARD: I think so. To be honest, a lot 
of the people on the internet aren’t 
skinheads in my opinion. A lot of them 
are just rich kids trying to live out their 
working class fantasies either through es- 
pousing political bullshit (left and right). 

But there are a lot of great people involved 
in the internet too. I’ve met tons of great 
people by having my webpage (like Mark 
BRONCO BULLFROG, Nestor from 
STRONG AND PROUD ZINE, Ben from 
Detroit, Lee from DO A RUNNER ZINE, 
Ben from ABSOLUTELY PISSED ZINE, the 
guys from Smegma.... the list goes on and 
on). A lot of business and personal arrange- 
ments have either started, or are made 
easier by having email. I mean, I love to 
write to people, and email makes doing 
that easier and cheaper. 

NEH: Do you think your webpage and 
other skinpages have an impact on the way 
‘normal people’ view the movement? Like 
when they see comments on them like ‘this 
is a non-racist webpage’? 


GERRARD: Well, to some extent. I mean 
that’s why I have the Oi! faq section of the 
page, so maybe people who wanted to get 
some kind of talk show like voyeuristic 
pleasure from boneheads saying dumb 
things will actually learn something. 

But realistically, I’m not one of those 
people who’s out there fighting a crusade 
to “spread the truth about skinheads. It’s 
just not gonna happen. People (like a lot 
of my teachers in high school) are not ea- 
ger to change their minds about things, 
especially if they see them on TV. I mean 
the guy at Bleeker Bob’s records, (who sells 
tons of Oi! and skinhead reggae and even 
owned a copy of skinhead moonstomp) 
refused to believe that real skinheads 
weren’t all racist (we were just SHARPS he 
informed us). 

And even if the truth was suddenly ac- 
cepted, it’s silly to think that suddenly ev- 
eryone would love skinheads. I think if 
people knew what we were really about 
they’d still hate U.S.A. working class beer 
drinking hooligan is not gonna be accepted 
by most people no matter what. 

NEH: Do you think this is a better source 
of exposure for Oi! and Ska bands than 
the traditional hard copies of zines and 
newsletters? 

GERRARD: Nah, I don’t think better, just 
different. One good thing about webpages 
is you can put out a new one every minute 
if you want, but all of the old stuff is avail- 


able too. I mean realistically a zine can only 
be so big and come out so often. A webpage 
can be huge and comes out continuously. 

On the other had, webpages are new. So of 
course they’re not up to the level of quality of 
the better zines. Not to mention, although my 
page gets about fifty hits a day, I get almost no 
material for review. I know people who do zines 
whose only review material is sent in free. 

I think once more people realize how many of 
the Oi! fans out there are actually on the internet 
Cook at the Oi! list for example) webpages will 
just get bigger and better. Of course, there will 
always be a place for zines. 

NEH: What does skinhead mean to you? 
GERRARD: I don’t know. It’s like soul, I can’t 
put it into words. But i know it when I see/ 
hear/taste/smell/read/hear it. 

NEH: Do you think that Oi! bands in the 
US will ever get organized and motivated 
enough to set up a national tour? 

Hopefully. That’s one of the great things 
about the internet I’m getting in touch with 
so many people that I’m going to be do- 
ing more and more mini-tours for my band 
and others, and eventually (hopefully) that 
will grow to national tours. 

Right now, I think a lot of the problem is 
that bands are too tempted to leave the 
Oi! scene. I mean the big bands who should 
be supporting the scene (like the Business) 
are instead booking HC bands and shit for 
their shows. 



I think if people get 
more involved in not 
just listening to their 
local Oi! band, actu- 
ally buying different 
records, reading 
zines, etc. bands like 
the Templars and the 
Anti-Heroes can defi- 
nitely do national 
tours. There are an 
incredible number of 
kids into it nowadays. 

Honestly, I think if 
the scene got more 
networked, a band 
like the Templars 
could have a national 
hit any day (without 


having to sellout). 

NEH: Whats it like being a black skinhead? 
GERRARD: I don’t know it’s kind of cool. 
A lot of chicks dig it cause we’re more 
hard to come by then white skins. I don’t 
think it’s better or worse really, there are 
drawbacks and advantages. 

NEH: Do you have any plans for playing 
out in New England? 

GERRARD: Yeah, if the LP goes over well 
I wanna try to do some touring, and any- 
way we’re always down to play all over... 

NEH: What do you think one of the big- 
gest problems a skin band has to over- 
come these days? 

GERRARD: Well, unlike the punk bands we 
don’t get fans from being a novelty act. It 
seems like nowadays Oi! influenced bands 
with punk members are really big. I mean 
half the people in the village is kinda punk. 
In a lot of ways punk has accepted the mantle 
of being the new grunge and like it or not 
you see ex-grungers in their audience. 

Skinheads bands, on the other hand, have 
either no reputation or a bad reputation 
outside of Oi! fans. So many people (in- 
cluding punk promoters) won’t touch a 
skin band. I think one thing about 
skinheads is we’re real. Our bands are real. 
That scares a lot of people who see no 
problem in dealing with punk bands as 
just like glam people or whatever... 

NEH: Whats your favorite beer? Ever drank 
Mickey’s? 

GERRARD: Fuck, when I was younger I 
was a mickey’s addict. The local beer dis- 
tributor would sell to anyone (even jr high 
school kids) so we’d get that shit all the 
time. I was even thinking of getting the 
bee tattooed on my arm. I don’t see it all 
that much in queens though... 

My favorite beer to get drunk is probably 
old English, but when I actually have 
money i like Grolsch a lot... 

NEH: Why did you decide to secure a deal 
with Helen of Oi! Why didn’t you choose 
an American label? 

To be honest, we didn’t get offers from Ameri- 
can labels. GMM never wrote us back, Vul- 
ture Rock Records wasn’t interested. Bob, gave 
us our big chance with the Helen of Oi! comp 
‘streetpunk worldwide’, and he’s been good 


to us so we’re happy with Helen of Oi!. 

NEH: -do you think the Euro distribution 
network (rec. co’s, zines, etc,...) is better/ 
more efficient than that of the U.S? 
GERRARD: Well, I can’t say better, because 
the American labels are really getting their 
shit together, but the European labels just 
put out better music. Most of the American 
shit coming out is garbage, or he masquer- 
ading as Oi! 

NEH: What is your favorite US band today? 
GERRARD: Definitely, the Templars. These 
guys are one of the few bands putting out 
good traditional Oi! music without making 
either bottled oi (i.e. chugga chugga chugga 
boots and braces beer and clippers Oi! Oi! 
Oi!”) or turning into a metal band. I think 
this is the kind of band that deserves to be 
heard, they make some incredible music. 
Plus they sound a lot like my favorite band. 

NEH: Do you see a lot of fresh cuts at your 
gigs or the same old slobs just getting 
drunker and fatter? 

GERRARD: Hmm. It’s a combination, they’re 
are a lot of the same guys who schooled me 
on what being a skin is about, but there are 
also a fresh crop of skins coming out. Hope- 
fully, a lot of them will stop being suckers 
and learn something, but chances are most 
of them will have grown there hair out once 
it stops being cool to be different. 

Personally I prefer seeing new kids, cause most 
of my friends are like 5-6 yrs older than me, so 
the young kids will be the people I’m hanging 
out with in a few years. 

NEH: Do you think the 80’s HC (S.E. scene 
since it was so fucking militant) help the 
skinhead movement grow in the US or just 
created a lot of chaos (I mean, one thing I 
can’t stand is an old HC 'skin’ gone gangsta- 
Yo instead of Oi! 

GERRARD: Well, I guess they helped. I 
mean, supposedly skinhead came to NYC 
with Raybeez from WARZONE. 

But personally I think the HC scene is 
bullshit. I mean realistically, it has nothing 
to do with being a sussed skin. Most of 
those old school skins were just into it be- 
cause it was cool to be a skin, and when 
the fashion moved on so did they. I mean 
it makes me sick to see someone who was 
once a skin try to herb me out cause he 
was “hanging out when I was five” and 
now he’s like a raver or something. 


The worst thing is seeing skins waste their 
time and money on a scene in which they 
are really nothing. I mean most of these 
HC skins are good kids at heart but they 
aren’t involved with the skinhead scene. 
HC isn’t skinhead music in my opinion. I 
mean you see more people dressed like 
YO! MTV raps than me at 99% of the shows. 

NEH: What is it that makes the typical 
skinhead so fucking volatile? 

GERRARD: Well, skinheads are by nature 
very proud. I think the thing that sets us 
apart from a lot of people is that we’re 
ready and waiting for any asshole who 
thinks he’s gonna get a rep by beating us 
down. I mean I’ve seen tons of fights 
where we were way outnumbered and still 
wound up winning just because we had 
the mind set that anyone who fucked with 
us was gonna get hurt. 

Of course, sometimes the trigger finger gets 
itchy, and stupid shit happens. But I 

mean it’s a violent world and 
I’d rather be the wolf than a 
sheep....

Not only does it 
ruin it for everyone who came to the 
show to have a good time, but their is 
also the possibility of getting caught up 
in the riot or being on the receiving end 
of a stray punch. When you are at a show 
surrounded by fellow skins there seems 
to be no real reason to want to kick the 
shit out of one of them unless some 
asshole pushes you or something or if

you have had problems with the indi- 
vidual prior to going to the show, of 
which the problem should be settle at a 
different time or just take it outside. I, my- 
self find everyday plenty of other people 
that I would rather beat fucking silly. For 
instance, the asshole behind the counter 
at the comerstore that throws my money 
back at me instead of handing it to me. 
Or the mentally challenged cheerleader 
who looks at my boots and laughs, or 
even those ‘politically correct’ morons 
who wear Birkenstocks with their wool 
socks in the dead of winter.

Gibby: Sam and I have been 
in about 3 different Oi! bands 
for a year and a half before 
forming The Trouble in late 
summer of ’96. Mike, our 
drummer, was in one of 
those bands, Saturday’s Kids, 
which only saw 1 show be- 
fore disbanding. Sam: An- 
other band was Last in Line, 
which is where we met our 
current bass player, Warren. 

This band also saw only one 
show and a demo tape. 

NEH: Line up? 

Gibby on vocals, Sam on 
guitar, Warren on bass, and 
Mike on drums 

NEH: Outside of the band, 
what does each person do? 

Gibby: I’m currently unem- 
ployed. I sit around and 
watch Jenny Jones on my 
couch all day microwaving 
pizza pods and drinking, 
staring longingly at the tele- 
phone and waiting for a pos- 
sible employer to call me 
back. Mike used to work at 
UPS until too many boxes fell 
on his head and his trick 
knee started acting up. He 
now works at the Belgian 
Cafe preparing latte’s and 
chocalate, among other high- 
priced delights. Sam: Warren and I go to 
school, spending most of the day devis- 
ing new plans and strategies for sneaking 
into the girls’ locker room. Warren is cur- 
rently in detention. During the summer 
Warren skateboards to and fro along the 
sidestreets while I walk around finding 
nothing to do. 


Gibby: Our music and our 
lyrics are a reflection of our 
emotions, we write about 
what pisses us off, what 
makes us happy, and what 
makes us think. ‘Saturday’s 
Kids’ deals with the bore- 
dom of teenage life, 
‘Stranger’ is about the 
plague that pedophelia, 
child perversion, and kid- 
napping has brought upon 
society, ‘This Ones for You’ 
discusses the fact that no- 
body cares about us but us, 
and we need to fight to 
keep our scene rolling. 
Sam: There’s no hidden

NEH: Are you skinheads, 
and what does it mean to 
you to be a skin?

there were a lot of kids there that I hadn’t 
seen in months, and I was nice and drunk 
the whole day. Our last Middle East gig 
was interesting in the way that certain fat 
and smelly peace-punk idiots kept scream- 
ing out crap about skins and Oi! It seems 
like the goals of their scene are similar: 
trying to get ahead and send a message... 
but they purposely restrict their shows to 
tiny churches, living rooms of people’s 
apartments, and basements of Co-op su- 
permarkets, then come to our shows and 
make a fuss because we’re actually play- 
ing a fucking club to an audience of kids 
who *DANCE*, instead of wiping tears 
from behind thick black glasses and grip- 
ping to backpack straps, swaying back and 
forth to the beat.

MIKE - In the near future we’ll be on comps, 
by GMM, Pelado and Cyclone records, a 7" 
on Pogostick, with the Bruisers, and a full 
length out this summer. 

NEH - How would you describe the indi- 
vidual sound of Dropkick Murphys? 

KEN - That’s a tough one, probably better left' 
to an outside opinion but since I’d be afraid 
of what they’d say we’ll give it a shot. 1st of 
all, lyrically we write about shit from the heart 
that really means stuff to us, you know expe- 
riences we’ve had or seen, family and friends 
have so I think that gives us a bit of an edge 
and anger, that maybe the songs themselves 
don’t have. Musically we try to write fairly 
catchy songs I think, songs people can sing- 
a-long to and drink to. Maybe to 
sum it up a combination of punk, 
Oi, Rock, and traditional Irish in- 
fluences thrown in a rusty old 
blender that doesn’t work very 
well. 

NEH - Any musical influences 
you can think of? 

MIKE - As far as old stuff goes AC/ 
DC, Buzzcocks, Stiff Little Fingers, 
Clash, Ramones, Pogues, Chuck 
Berry, Cocksparrer, Trad. Irish, 
Business, 4-Skins, Social D., Ado- 


lescents — we could keep going 
forever so well stop. New bands 
we like are: Every band you’ve in- 
terviewed in this magazine, 
Swingin’ Utters, Workin’ Stiffs, 
Oxymoron, Bristles, The Choice, 
there’s so many it’s scary. 

NEH - What does your lyrical 
content entail? 

KEN - Like we said before mostly 
about real life experiences for the 
most part we are a little older than 
a lot of kids in the scene and have 
toned things down a bit but we all had a pretty 
rough road growing up and our experiences 
give us a lot to write about. 

NEH - What are the band members up to 
outside of the band? 

MIKE - Jeffs a lumberjack! No he works in a 
lumberyard but I couldn’t resist calling him a 
lumberjack. Rick’s a painter, not an artist 
painter, but a house painter (how could we 
be an angry band with a skinhead following 
if we had an artist in the band) I’m a press- 
man for the Globe, Ken’s a full time surfer 
and bartends in his sparetime. 

NEH - What do you think of the Oi! scene 


Dropkick Murphys are a 
new Streetpunk band from 
Boston. This interview was 
done in February '97 with 
Ken and Mike. They play 
tons of shows in the Boston 
area, and have tons of punk 
and skin supporters. 


NEH - When did DKM form? 

MIKE - We formed in March of 1996, prac- 
ticed for a week and played our 1st show at 
the legendary Club 3 in Slummberville, 

Mass. At that point the lineup was Rick 
Barton on Guitar, Ken Casey attempt- 
ing to play bass, Mike McColgan im- 
personating a singer, and Bill Close on 
Drums. Club 3 actually asked us back 
(they don’t care if the band sucks as 
long as they bring a lot of people.) At 
that point the band was not even a 
serious thing but we were actually start- 
ing to write originals that weren’t bad 
so we decided to try to be a real band, 
but Bills in the Freeze (guitar) and at 


the time the Freeze were making a 
comeback so Bill had to quit due to 
lack to time. 

NEH - What is the current line up? 

KEN - So Jeff Erna the most hostile, 
potentially explosive, time bomb wait- 
ing to explode, drummer out there 
joined the band, we got real and played 
our 1st show with the Freeze in June 
at TT’s. At that show no one knew 
about us and everyone that actually 
likes us now came in right after we 
finished, before the Grenades went on. 

The Grenades told everyone we were good 
so at our next show (actually our 1st all ages 
show) a lot of people were waiting to see us 
and we got a good response. That was the 
Punk Rock Olympics in August. 

NEH - What releases have you done? 
MIKE - Okay I’ll run them off short and sweet. 
1) split 7" with Ducky Boys. 2) Runt of the 
Litter part 2 comp. 3) Boston-San Francisco 
comp, “I’ve Got My Friends” 4) Tattoos & 
Scally caps 7" on GMM 3) Fire and Brim- 
stone 7" on Cyclone records. 

NEH - Any current projects you’re work- 
ing on? 
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today in America and the rest of the world? 

KEN - It’s good and bad there’s some excel- 
lent new bands and there’s a lot that just suck 
outright! The same goes for the unity aspect 
of it, so many bands have contacted us and 
helped us with shows out of town. Workin’ 
Stiffs for example booked us a bunch of shows 
in California and are giving us all the money 
so we can fly out there, that’s fuckin’ unbe- 
lievable. But the other side of the coin is the 
bullshit violence thats happening at a lot of 
shows (not Boston though!). Taang! is book- 
ing some shit in Southern California for us 
and the Workin’ Stiffs and they have to tell the 
clubs we are Rock bands ‘cause no one will 
book Oi! and Streetpunk bands ‘cause they’ve 
had so many problems. But we aren’t an Oi! 
band anyway, but we have those influences, 
like and enjoy playing with Oi! bands so I 
guess we will be affected by the problems 
that affect the scene. 

NEH - How often do you gig? 

MIKE - Right now once every few weeks but 
that’s about to change drastically we’re get- 
ting offers to tour, play shows all over the 
Northeast, and lots of stuff just outside Bos- 
ton like the Cape for example. We’ll play any- 
where, anytime. 

NEH - What’s the best gig you ever had? 

KEN - Tough to say I wish we could answer 
that in month ‘cause in the next month we 
have a California tour, a show with the Swingin’ 
Utters and Bruisers, 2 shows with Showcase 
Showdown and a show March 4 with the Busi- 
ness in Providence at the Met Cafe, it’s the 
same day we get home from California. But 
to date I’d say the best show we’ve played, 
not the biggest, was at a house party in Provi- 
dence with the Swingin Utters. I played bass 
with them on a few songs, John sang some 
songs with us, Greg played drums, it was 
awesome. Other good shows have been with 
the Blanks , Broken Heroes , just to name a few. 


NEH - What was the worst DKM experience? 

KEN - We played a 21+ show in the big room 
at MamaKin. It was like reunion night or some 
shit like that they were resurrecting all these 
early eighties punk bands for a night and they 
wanted to mix it up a bit, ya know, have at 
least one band that wasn’t about to keel over 
and die, so they asked us to play. We played 
one of the best sets we’ve ever played, the 
sound was awesome and we were pretty fired 
up jumpin all over the place but all these 
yuppies were just lookin’ at us all confused, I 
guess we were just a little too pissed off for 
them. I mean at the Rat we’ve always had a 
good response, you know people dancing and 
singing along which is what makes us con- 
sider a show to be a success. I think we were 
just taken back by the difference in the crowds. 
To top it all off MamaKin demanded 20% of 
our T-shirt sales. We were selling shirts for $5 
and we only sold 5 so we owed MamaKin a 
buck, like Steven Tyler needs another buck, I 
thought the premise behind the fuckin’ place 
was to help local bands! 

NEH - Do you think you’ll be playing any 
shows outside of Boston? Do you have 
any plans for a tour? 

MIKE - Lots of shows and big plans. 

The Anti-Heros are talkin about tak- 
ing us to Europe this fall and were 
hopeing for a tour with the Swingin' 

Utters 

this summer. 

NEH - How did the California 
tour go? 

KEN - We flew into LA and played 
2 shows down there in Long Beach 
and Orange County. The Authority 
and the Workin Stiffs came down 
and let us borrow their equipment. 

It was more like small bar shows, 

50-75 people. The guys from a lot 
of the bands came which was cool, Bower 
Wonderland, The Stiches, Fully Loaded, US 
Bombs , so it was good to play to those 
bands. Then we drove up and played a 
lot of shows in San Franscisco, Sacramento. 
It was much better because of the 
complilation "I've Got My Friends", and 
people new our songs because the Workin 
Stiffs had been selling our records, and it 
seemed like when we played we were 
playing Boston. We did the I've Got My 
Friends record release party at the 
Trocedero and there were 600-700 people 
there. Swingin' Utters couldn't play because 
the bass player was sick, but John their 
singer came up and played Career Op- 
portunities with us and the crowd went 


totally nutz. We traded off line for line 
with him. 

NEH - Are any of you skins, or punks, and 
what does that mean to you? 

KEN - No but I play one on TV (laugh, laugh). 
Since we aren’t “skins” or your typical “punks” 
I can’t speak on behalf of them as to what 
their movement or lifestyle means. But I will 
say this, most of what I gather bein’ a skin is 
all about, you know - drinking, fighting, loy- 
alty to your friends, pride, being a hard worker 
and that kind of shit is so ingrained in us from 
our upbringing that it just runs in our blood 
so we share a lot in common with skins espe- 
cially the music we like. And as far as “punks” 
go, you know we don’t have the fashionable 
looks but we don’t have to answer to anyone 
as far as credibility goes. Rick and Jeff have 
been playing in punk bands since the fuckin’ 
early eighties since they were like 14 or 15, 
that’s longer than most of these kids who go 
around calling people posers have been alive. 
NEH - There are a lot of skinheads at your 
shows and you sing about skins too... how 
do you feel about skins in general? 

KEN - We definately have a skinhead crowd 
and yes some songs we sing about skins. The 


reason we sing about skinheads is because 
like we said earlier a lot of our lyrics are a 
reflection on our youth and instead of always 
writing about ourselves we might change the 
lyrics to seemingly be toward or about our 
crowd so people can feel a part and also don’t 
have to listen to us sing about ourselves all 
the time But we are really just singing about 
the similarities we see between ourselves and 
them whether it be the younger kids being all 
pissed and rowdy and liquored up at the shows 
or older skins who just seem to have a lot of 
pride and self respect instead of being all dirty 
and shit. As for as how we feel about skins in 
general it’s like anything, some good, some 
bad. On the good side, they are the best 
people to have follow your band because I 
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NEH - What do you like about the Boston 
scene? 

MIKE - 1 love so many bands from Boston, 
whats becoming so cool is that it’s becoming 
self supporting, by that I mean it use to be 
that unless a big out of town band was on a 
bill, you couldn’t even put on a show. Now if 
just us, All Systems Stop and the Ducky Boys 
played people would still show up, maybe 
not a ton of people, but enough to have a 
show and it would be a good time cause there’s 
no violence, everyone’s getting along. 

NEH - Do you ever encounter any prob- 
lems with violence at your shows? 

MIKE - Like I said, Boston’s totally cool 
but I’m sure we’ll run into it on the road. 
NEH - Are you a left-wing band? 
Right-wing band? Not political at all? 
MIKE - We neither endure nor oppose 
any causes which means we don’t give 
a fuck, when you come to a show, check 
your politics at the door. 

NEH - What beer do you prefer to 
consume? Do you like Boddingtons? 
KEN - Budweiser and Crack. Aren’t the 
Bollocks sponsored by Boddington? 
We’re sponsored by a crackhouse on 
Bluehill Ave.

Showdown New Haven, CT, @ the Tune-In

This was my first show at the Tune Inn, and I was 
pleasantly surprised to see a bunch of skins hangin 
outside, drinkin beer. After putting down a few 
Winter Warmer’s, we headed into die club. The 
first band I caught was the Showcase Showdown. 
Showcase has gotten pretty popular, as the mass of 
punks on stage during their set proved. Showcase 
plays humorous pogo punk, with lines like “you 
ain’t smart/you ain’t pleasin/yer just a bunch of 
stupid Norweigans.... Fuck You Norway!” and such. 
The vocals sound like a cross between Jello Biafra 
and Jonny Rotten, which is ok, but gets annoying 
after a while. Overall, it was your average 
Showcase set, with tons of 14 year olds on stage, 
etc... Next up was Warzone. Warzone played an 
awesome set of skinhead hardcore. Raybeez spent 
all of the set in the crowd, dancing arm and arm 
with his fans, while singing classic tunes like As 
One. This was the first time I’d seen Warzone, 
and I gotta say I was very impressed. They played 


with a lot of heart, without a hint of a rock star 
attitude. This set was basically all you could 
ever want: good music, good stage presence, and 
lots of dancing. When those old fucks, the 
Business finally came on, I had already lost my 
buzz, so that was one point goin against them to 
begin with. The Business are far from the best 
Oi ! Band ever, but I have to admit, they do have 
some great tunes.

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This interview was conducted 
with Mike Marsden (guitar, vo- 
cals) and Mark Lind (bass, vo- 
cals). 

NEH - What’s the line up? What 
do you do outside of the band? 

Are you underaged drinkers? 

Mark: The line up is Mike on 
guitars and half of the lead vo- 
cals, Jason plays the drums and 
drives our asses around, and I 
play the bass and do the other 
half of the singing. Actually, I’m 
greedy so I do a little more than 
half of the singing. Outside of 
the band, we all hold up jobs in 
our various places. Jay is mar- 
ried, I have a girlfriend full time, 
and Mike has some addictions. 

We range between the ages of 
18 to 21. 

NEH - How did the name Ducky Boys 
originate? Was it from that Molly 
Ringwald movie — Pretty in Pink — with 
that kid Ducky? 

Mike: We got our name from this flick 
“The Wanderers”. It was about ethnic 
gangs in the Bronx in the 50’s. The 
Ducky Boys were the Irish-Catholic 
hoods who were very territorial. 

Mark: And since our home town, 
Charlestown, MA is considered to be 
Irish-Catholic and territorial, we stole 
their name. It has nothing to do with a 
fuckin’ duck, like most eggheads think. 
NEH - Have you ever had an encoun- 
ter with the police? If so please de- 
scribe it (your locked down on your 7") 
Mike: I’ve had my share of encounters 
with the cops, some good, some bad. 
I’m not gonna go into some “fuck the 
cops” speech though. I’ve dealt with a 
lot of cops who suck but it wasn’t their 
badges that made them assholes, it was 
their personalities. 

Mark: The whole “cop” thing is totally 
cliche in punk rock. It is as typical as 


the tight leather trousers in Spinal Tap. 
The cover of the 7" was kind of making 
light of it. Every punk band has either 
a song about cops or a picture of a punk 
being beaten by one on their records. 
We thought it was funny to be locked 
up in a real jail giving the finger. Obvi- 
ously we weren’t really locked down 
for the pictures, the cops were all join- 
ing in on the fun. Of course, the real 
inmates didn’t think it was so funny, 
but, fuck them! 

NEH - How do you like playing with 
other Boston bands? 

Mike: Most of the bands in Boston are 
great. I love playing shows when Bos- 
ton bands are also on the line up. 
Mark: Well, I’d like to keep it fresh. 
However much I love Dropkick 
Murphys as a band and as friends, we 
all know we’ve over done it. Of course, 
big shows like the Anti-heros or Bruis- 
ers call for a truce. Sometimes I feel 
like I need not look any further than 
Boston for music. We have the Unseen, 
Pinkerton Thugs, Dropkick Murphys, 


Showcase Showdown. There is 
something to fit everyone’s tastes. 
NEH - Have you played any 
other shows outside of the Bos- 
ton area? If so how does the 
scene compare with it? 

Mike: We’ve played out of Bos- 
ton a bunch of times. It’s great. 
Some places were pretty dead, it 
happens though. Some places the 
kids have heart and dance and 
have fun. Boston is where it is 
though. 

Mark: Yeah, that’s about it. 

NEH - How has the “I’ve Got My 
Friends” CD gone over — have 
you gotten a positive response 
from it? 

Mark: We haven’t played since 
it came out in December. Our 
next show is February 8th with the 
Swingin’ Utters & The Bruisers , you can 
review it and answer that question for 
us. We get some mail. If it wasn’t for 
the comp, though, we wouldn’t really 
be as known as we are. We wouldn’t 
have made friends with Dropkick 
Murphys and we wouldn’t have met the 
Swingin’ Utters. Ken did a really good 
job on it. We’re, like, wicked thankful 
and the whole bit. 

NEH - What’s your discography? 

Well, there’s the “White Slum’’ 7 song 
demo now out of print. There’s the 
Runt of the Litter II. There’s the “I’ve 
Got My Friends” CD. There’s the split 
7" with Dropkick Murphy’s. There will 
be an appearance on a Cyclone Records 
comp and the GMM “ Skins N’ Pins” 
comp. And there will be a full length 
GMM CD in March or April. 

NEH - Have you gotten signed or any 
interest from any labels? What are you 
goals and what current projects/future 
plans do you have? 

Mark: We sorta got signed to GMM. We 
haven’t signed any contracts lately.

There was some other interested, but 
one fell through and the other was a 
mutual agreement not to work together. 
Our future plans include recording two 
more songs for another Flat Records 
comp, then we’re gonna split 7" with 
either The Trouble or Blood For Blood 
or both. We’re looking for a label to 
help with these two, so if anyone’s in- 
terested you can contact us. We plan to 
start playing out of Boston on a bigger 
scale. We were offered to come play 
some punk festival in Chicago this sum- 
mer. I want to hit a few towns or cities 
on the way there and a few on the way 
back. We could also use a hand with 
that if anyone can help us out. We want 
to start breaking down the barriers on 
the “scene”. We don’t want to be 
thought of as a street rock or punk band 
exclusively. If everything goes as 
planned, we’ll have played with the Ca- 
sualties, Sheer Terror and the Anti-heros 
by the summer. Most importantly, we 
want to sell some CDs for GMM. 

NEH - Are you skins? What are your 
views on skins? 

Mike: I’m not a skinhead. Skinheads 
are cool, I don’t mind 'em, I don’t judge 
people by their haircuts. I suppose that 
being a skinhead revolves around pride 
in yourself, your country, your family, 
etc. But I feel those things too and I 
don’t consider myself a skinhead. 
Mark: I see the skins at shows and 
stuff, but I still don’t know what the 
fuck it is all about. I don’t know if it a 
style of dress, and outlook on life, a 
kind of music you listen to, or a way of 
life. I think I relate to the skins more 
than any other groups in the scene, but 
some things elude me about the title. 
Everybody in our town wears a scally 
hat and boots, but they aren’t skinheads. 
As a band, obviously we lived our lyr- 
ics, which most people say are Oil! lyr- 
ics, but to me they’re just real life. I 
don’t’ know. The skinheads are a whole 
group of people that are new to me, 
but are like the friends and family I 
never had. I’m just glad to be friends 
with some of them regardless of labels. 
NEH - How many skins do you esti- 
mate there are in Boston? 

Mike: I don’t know, I’m not a skinhead. 
They look like they have lots and lots 
of fun. I’ll do a head count at our next 


show. 

Mark: Like the Pinkerton Thugs said, 
skins are like gremlins of Boston: they 
are coming out of the woodwork. 
Maybe one of them can let me in on 
the secret skin creed so I can find out 
what they have in common besides a 
haircut. I know so many skins from 
various parts of the state. It seems that 
there’s no way that any two have had 
the same upbringing. Like I said ear- 
lier I still have a few questions about 
the “skinhead” scene and theory, but 
it’s still really good to see 300 people 
from various paths of life have a good 
time and a drink to the same band. 
NEH - What’s your relation to the FSU 
hardcore bands? 

Mike: I like some hardcore. The first 
show I went to was a hardcore show. I 
relate to Blood For Blood’s lyrics. 
They’re the best hardcore band in Bos- 
ton. They’re the best band in Boston. 
I like Madhall and Subzero. 

Mark: I don’t know why people think 
hardcore and FSU are synonymous. I 
don’t know FSU but I know many 
hardcore people, FSU is none of my 
business so I can’t comment on it. Bos- 
ton hardcore, for the most part, is metal 
through and through. Blood For Blood 
is exceptional. They’re more punk than 
99% of the bands that call themselves 
punk rock. I believe hardcore is sup- 
posed to mean “to the soul” or “through 
and through”. Most of the “hardcore” 
bands are an act. They aren’t hard core, 
plain and simple. My blood relation to 
hardcore is that my brother plays gui- 
tar for Blood For Blood. I was at their 
first show and I was at their most re- 
cent show. I saw them from the begin- 
ning and through all of their hard 
knocks. They’re a huge inspiration to 
me. It’s too bad that most people out- 
side of the “hardcore” scene don’t lis- 
ten to them too. Most people have to- 
tally missed the point on them. 

NEH - What’s your favorite beer? 

Mike: Bud light 

(bud mud! huh . .huh .. .-NEH) 

NEH - Where’s your favorite place to 
get loaded? 

Mike: At our practice space with the 
crew or at any out-of-town parties that 
have beer, booze and bitches. 

Mark: With your bitch slap rappin’ and 


your cocaine tongue, you get nothin’ 
done. 

Mike: So if anyone is having a party, I 
cordially accept the invitation. 

NEH - What is the club situation like in 
Boston? 

Mark: I don’t know. At the moment, 
we get offered more shows than we can 
do. I hope this trend continues. We 
set up our own shows. If the Rat shuts 
down, we’re fucked with a capital F. 
We don’t really have a problem. I hear 
bands complain that they can’t get 
shows. The Rat is really cooperative. 
We played there twice and then set up 
our own shows. 

NEH - How do you describe your 
sound? Can you name any influences? 
Mark: Good, old fashioned, dirty ass, 
street level rock n’ roll inspired by good 
tunes, good friends and life at the bot- 
tom of the ladder. 

Mike: I’ve listened to the Sex Pistols, 
Guns N’ Roses, the Misfits, the Sugar 
Hill Gang, the Bruisers, Buddy Holly, 
Dion and a million more bands. 

Mark: Yeah! Old time Guns N’ Roses, 
Social Distortion, the Bruisers, the Stray 
Cats, the Misfits, the Stones, the Anti- 
heros, U2 and a whole lot more along 
the way. This of course, developed over 
the course of 8 years for me. Lately, 
I’ve been liking more of the oldies like 
Dion and “The Wanderers” soundtrack. 
NEH - Lets talk politics. Do you leave 
politics out or is it apart of your music? 
Mark: I am a firm believer in the idea 
that not everyone that can play a guitar 
is a politician. We have our own opin- 
ions but we don’t really bring them into 
the lyrics. Listen to the Dead Kennedy’s 
if that’s what you want. Our political 
lyrics revolve around the politics of our 
lives and town. They are not so exclu- 
sive that you can’t relate to it though. 
Our song “ Pride! ’ from the split 7" is 
short for Townie Pride — a well known 
idea in Charlestown of wealth redistri- 
bution with pride in the town covering 
for the dollars that the poor don’t have. 
No one would have known that if I 
hadn’t just told you that though. 

Mike: As an individual, it makes me 
sad to see people that don’t appreciate 
what they have. People that take things

describe the Big Bad

BBB: Pub Rock . 

NEH: Can you think of any 
influences? 

BBB: The original and strongest influence 
was The Pogues, to give some traditional 
Celtic music some balls. And give a punk 
edge. No one had done this as well as 
the Pogues. Celtic folk music. Folk mu- 
sic to me is just dirty pub songs. I don’t 
mean those wankers singin’ about pre- 
cious things on their precious guitars. 
Our influence is pub culture. 

NEH: What was like growing up in En- 


gland and moving to the States, and how Richards 
do think that may have affected your style 
and/or what you sing about? 

BBB: I grew up in a tiny village in the 


North of England in 
the mountains. 
Since I’m 40, that 
place no longer ex- 
ists. Most of the 
songs I’ve written are 
about growin’ up in 
England. I wouldn’t have had that over- 
view fto write the songs] if I had stayed 
there. I also had some bit of homesick- 
ness. 

NEH: When did you form? 

BBB: 1989, Sheehan’s Cafe, 

Northampton. A whole bar that was im- 
ported from Ireland around the turn of 
the century. They are closed now. 

NEH: How did you get 
the name? 

BBB: Me and the gui- 
tar player used to ride 
to work on our bi- 
cycles, and I joked that 
we were a biker gang, 
the Big Bad Bollocks. 
I’ve always loved the 
word “bollocks”. 


NEH: Whats the cur- 
rent line up? 

BBB: John Allen - vo- 
cals, squeezbox, 
whistle Paul Scarpino 
(Pino) - Guitar Bob 
Drums Ernie Wilson - Bass 


NEH: What are the band members up to 
outside of the band? 


BBB: John - Special Ed school teacher. Pino - 
Radio DJ for WRNX. Bob - Bartender for Ho- 
tel Northampton Ernie - Mends computers. 

NEH: Have you ever been to Knockdoe, 
Ireland, which is 30 minutes north of 
Galway? Lydon’s Pub? (that’s my Uncle 
Paddy’s pub -Justin) 

BBB: Been there, but haven’t been to 
Lydon’s Pub though. We went to Galway, 
which was full of hippies. We extracted 
ourselves to avoid the hippies and we 
went to Knockdoe, where me and my 
brother slept in the van. 

NEH: Where do you gig? 

BBB: New England, Albany, Boston, New 
York City, Northampton. 

NEH: What was the most interesting show 
you played? 

BBB: We did a tour of the UK in ’92, 
played a place called Pontefract in York- 
shire, a coal mining town, everyone un- 
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employed. It was the 4th of July, 
and we put up a gigantic Ameri- 
can Flag up. This drunken man 
told me “take down that flag, or 
I’ll do ya, you twat!”, but he could 
hardly stand up so I blew him off. 

Also, we had a tough reputation 
to live up to, there was a flyer that 
said, “Big Bad Bollocks, America’s 
answer to the Macc Lads” Every- 
one there loves the Macc Lads. 
English crowds are tougher than 
American ones, they’ll through all 
kinds of stuff at you. There was 
this girl too, with huge tits a leather 
mini-skirt and fishnets. Total slag, 
a benny-hill type girl. Charlotte. 

She was blowing kisses at me and when 
I got close to her, she stank!! I was 
thinkin’, “I’m gonna shag this girl, but I 
don’t want to” but then her boyfriend 
came in, and saved the day. 


NEH: Is there a difference between play- 
ing shows in Boston and Northampton, 
and which do you like better? 

BBB: I like Boston Better. We’ve been play- 
ing for a long time around Northampton, 
so it’s nice to be in a position where we 
get a good crowd in Boston. 

NEH: What’s your favorite pub to play a 
show? 

BBB: Phoenix Landing in Cam- 
bridge, MA. 

NEH: What’s your favorite pub to 
have a pint? (in New England) 

BBB: Recently I’ve decided the 
Common Ground without a doubt 
serves the best Guiness. 

NEH: What kind of beer do you 
like to drink? 

BBB: ANY! 

NEH: How is the NOHO music 
scene? 

BBB: According to The Advocate 
[a local paper], there isn’t one. But fuck 
them, Eh? 

NEH: What are your past and current 
projects? 

BBB: Raising two kids. I’m working on 
a book of lyrics In 1991 we did “Hanged 
at Gibbet Rock” CD, ten songs. We 
should have a new CD in mid-March.

“Where the Beef meets the Sea” It’s an 
EP sort of CD, with seven songs. 

NEH: Do you really drink Whiskey in 
your tea? 

BBB: Yeah it’s good. Milk, no sugar. 
It’s actually scotch whiskey. 

NEH: Tell me about Jimmy, from the 
song Jimmy’s Dead. 

BBB: Jimmy was me best mate in high 
school. He was a rugby player, and was 
the equivalent to an All-State champion 
in the States. He died on the back of a 
Triumph Bonneville motorcycle. The 
driver was tripping on acid. The reason 
I wrote that song is because he was more 



clean cut than most people being a rugby 
player, and was an unlikely candidate 
for death. He was a skinhead. We were 
the first skinheads in our school. It was 
1971 in Derbyshire, England. Neither 
of us really knew what the fuck 
skinheads were. I couldn’t afford Doc- 
tor Marten’s, so I had horrible boots. I 
knicked my dad’s braces. We got in tons 


of fights that first week. It was a 
Greebo school (long-haired greas- 
ers). 

NEH: Does the “ewe mess” on the 
shirt have anything to do with 
Umass? 

BBB: Absolutely. It was during the 
Sweet Sixteen playoffs. I decided 
to cash in on Marcus Camby and 
the UMass basketball team. 

NEH: What’s that brown thing you 
wear around your waist at shows? 
BBB: Sporran. It’s a Scotsman’s 
purse.(NEH: It’s a man purse.. huh 
huh!) 

NEH: What do you think about skinheads 
coming to your shows? 

BBB: More the Merrier. Its wonderful 
for me (bein’ an old fart), seein’ people 
dressed like my friends when I was a 
kid. 

NEH: It may be improv, but it seems to 
me that you mention skinheads in some 
of your songs, which ones are they and 
what are they about? 

BBB: Jimmy’s Dead, All Boys Secondary 
Modern — about getting rite of passage. 
It might pop up improv in a few others. 

NEH: What experiences have 
you had with skinheads in your 
life? any bad? any good? 

BBB: Certainly, I got into a lot 
of fights when I started bein a 
skin. The cult changed thru 
the 70’s, and I wasn’t involved 
with it afterwards, or the NF 
anything. I used to go to the 
Wiggan Casino in the late 70’s 
for Northern Soul. There were 
all these different factions of 
skinheads then, swedeheads, 
smoothies, NF skinheads. It 
was gang oriented too, 
Liverpool, Blackpool, 
Manchester. There’d be “normal” skins, 
Black (W. Indian) and White, and then 
NF would show up and a mess started. 
It was a fucked up time. The original 
“template” of skinheadism always did and 
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still does appeal to 
me. “Fuck you we 
can’t afford all this 
stuff!” Rocksteady 
wasn’t highly com- 
mercial either. It was 
a very honest, 
straightforward 
thing, working 
class pride. 


NEH: Is there a con- 
tact address where 
people can inquire 
about merchandise, 
when your shows 
are, etc.?

When 
we toured die UK in ’92, he lent all the 
road gear to us for free. In Boston, when 
we were opening for them, we were in- 
troduced to the skinhead crowd. One 
of the funniest blokes I’ve ever met is 
Mutley. 

NEH: I really enjoy your covers, because 
you add so much of your original sound, 
what cover songs have you played over 
the years? 

BBB: The better ones: Niteclub, London Call- 
ing, Paint it Black, Heat Wave, Failure With 
Giris, That’s Entertainment (the Jam) — I’d make 
the words up every night for that one. “Money” 
(based on the Beetles), Pretty Vacant.

want to be the underdogs, the “poor 
misunderstood bootboy” who’s really a 
nice guy or the laughed-at kid in suspenders 
who’s really the “toughest, hardest skin in 
the world.” What the fuck? Is this why 
people grow out of skinheads, because 


T he fate of skinheads, which I 
believe is becoming more and 
more of a reality, is that the 
scene has retired its potential for 
progress, for a stand of “traditionalism .” 
It seems that unorganized politics (feelings, 
thoughts, dare I say — Beliefs) are being 
forgotten completely, as if it were an 
overzealous attempt to bar organized 
politics from the music and “culture.” If a 
band has something to say they are 
immediately considered right-wing or left- 
wing (and I definitely need not tell you 
which occurs more). Also, if a band doesn’t 
ascribe to one side definitely, they are 
inferred to be “red” or “racist” or whatever. 
They are immediately pinned as a band 
“with something to prove” or having an 
agenda. Otherwise you had better write 
boring songs about drinking, fighting, 
skinheads, working and how much we hate 
people that don’t understand us. It’s like 
we don’t understand us, that we need to 
pound it into each others heads like a 
mantra, “drink, fight, complain, shave your 
head...” Not like anyone wants to change 
this. I’ll be the first one to admit how 
exhausting it can be to try and change 
people’s minds, but where can Oi! or 
skinhead go without change somehow? It 
seems like to many people, things can’t get 
any better within this scene (I fucking hope 
they don’t get any worse). But look how 
much is wrong! Stagnation, repetition, 
traditionalism also means we get to make 
the same mistakes, the same wrongs. Yet 
if you decide to do what’s best for you, then 
you’re assumed to be “political” perhaps, 
or worse yet! — Less of a skinhead or Oi! 
fan. I mean, hey, your not being traditional. 
Does anyone think about this stuff? I think 
skins are equivocal to dinosaurs, because 
just like dinosaurs, our general accepted 
ignorance is really hurting us. It’s like we 


skinheads won’t grow up? No one wants 
to stop doing what tradition tells us we 
MUST do to be a real SKINHEAD, so no 
one anticipates change without calling 
someone a sellout. Sounds healthy, right? 
This steams me up, it really disgusts me, 
because it’s like everyone cares if you’re 
“a real skinhead,” but no one cares that all 
skinheads seem to do is beat each other up, 
talk shit, and ruin their own shows. Then 
they all want everyone else to know, 
“SKINS RULE!,” but what do skins 
accomplish to even say that out loud? That 
we’re so scared of change that we’re going 
to do the same shit over and over again, 
and expect something to come out of it? 
What can we achieve by having such a 
limited scope of what’s good, or what’s 
right? Exactly how much can an Oi! band 
change people’s views? It seems like Oi! 
isn’t even allowed to be a “non- skinhead” 
brand of music, much less a thought-out, 
well executed style anymore. Who’s gonna 
be the first knucklehead to tell me to love 
it or leave it? Whatever, if I didn’t love it, 
I wouldn’t be moved to write this out of 
frustration. For a long time in America, 
skinheads were all ex-punks. Maybe they 
needed a change, or a cleaner outlook/style 
or whatever, but the point is, punk was still 
a part of Oi!. In conjunction, these skins 
were still punks, understanding of the true 
punk ethic: socratic, angry, open-minded 
attitude, and above all — CHANGE. No 
one seems to care anymore that Oi! is still 
punk (no one wants to remember that 
hardcore is punk too, but that’s a different 
rant). The classic punk outcries which were 
common in Oi! (cries of injustice, demands 
for change) have all but been abandoned. I 
mean, skins now think they’re supposed 
to hate punks! After all, isn’t that what 
traditional is? We, as skins always 
complain that people think we’re all the 
same, robots with a uniform, who all act 


the same. And what do we do? We keep 
saying that they’re full of shit while we 
even strive to repeat the past. Progress must 
occur somehow.
